THE PGR INVESTIGATES DRUG TRAFFICKING BY CONASUPO 

Concerning this point the PGR reported, by means of 
official communication number 0323/97, sent to the deputies Jose 
A. Pascual Braga, Juan Salgado Brito, Abel Garcia Ramirez and 
Leticia Burghs Ochoa, president and secretaries of the Commission 
on Distribution and Management of Goods and Services of the LVX 
Legislature, that versions do exist that the Conasupo-leased 
trucks were used to transport drugs toward the United States, 
using a false bottom. 

Jorge Madrazo Cuellar, head of the PGR, on December 2, 
1996, when he took charge of the institution, said that no 
information or fact justified this investigation. In fact, 
during the administration of Fernando Antonio Lozano Gracia, no 
preliminary investigation was initiated by the PGR concerning 
these facts. 

However, during Madrazo Cuellar's administration a 
preliminary investigation was begun on this case and if 
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sufficient elements are found, penal action will be made against 
the parties responsible. This investigation is still on-going. 

The U.S. Department of Justice, in coordination with 
the PGR, is carrying out several investigations regarding the 
w laundering” of money by Raul Salinas de Gortari. This has been 
confirmed by the PGR. 

Even though U.S. authorities are maintaining a certain 
discretion concerning presumed investigations of drug trafficking 
by conasupo, federal agents pointed out that, as a result of the 
scandal caused by the declarations made by deputy Adolfo Aguilar 
2inser and the articles published by M The Washington Post, H U.S. 
authorities are continuing investigations. 

The object of these investigations is to try and 
confirm if the semi-official agency was actually carrying out 
drug trafficking operations and if, as a public company 
distributing basic foodstuffs at accessible prices, it was 
functioning as an enormous ^laundry” of mafia money, since it was

Another investigation against former Conasupo officials 
involves, among others, Raul Salinas de Gortari, Salvador 
Giordano Gomez and <Juan Jose Pasalagua Branch, under number 
10221/FEPFB/96, concerns the illegal purchase of ten thousand 
tons of Chinese black beans where regulations were not followed, 
and a loss in the semi-official agency's assets resulted. 

In this context, Aguilar Z l imor,.and the PEP deputies 
state that it is widely known that large quantities of imported 
corn were sold to Conasupo, as if they had been produced locally, 
thus turning huge profits, since the guarantied price {for 
domestic foodstuffs) is higher than the international price. 

The proof of this occurred in 1991, when the quarterly 
reports of Conasupo's Internal Accounting Office discovered that 
many serious irregularities were observed in the Tamaulipas 
branch of Conasupo where smuggling of foodstuffs occurred. 

Among these were unnecessary payments made to people 
outside the agency wlsdeh were always sapper ted in ouppycec 
liquidations of subsidies, excessive hiring of personnel and 
considerable increases in the balances of that delegation's bank 
accounts, which was derived from the fraudulent management of 
four billion, 194 million, 6$ thousand 94 pesos.
